Advocating Bimetallism and Sustaining 


the Republican Party at the Same 
Thnr. 


OANDELARIA, Dec 8,1894. 


ED. Si ATE JOUHNAL:—1 have always 


regarded and still do regard the San 
Francisco Chronicle as the best expo- 
nent of bimetallism in the whole State 
of California, It is, however, hampered 
by its being also the leading Republi- 
can organ in that State. This double 
position compels it sometimes to de- 
fend acts of the Republican party, 
which an nntrammeled silver paper 
could; with advantage to itself, leave 
undone. Nevertheless does the Chronicle 
excel other papers in that it keeps the 
silver question before its readers at all 
times, whether its party suffers defeat 
or meets with success on the tariff 
question; unlike such papers and men, 
who, 
in 1892, beforo the Presidential 


election, advocated free silver coinage 
and during the contest in Congress for 
he repeal of the Sherman silver pur- 
chase clause, were afraid of offending 
or opposing Mr. Cleveland by pen or 
voice. 


n editorial in the Chronicle is the 


particular article that calls for these 
•emarks, and if I also review its short- 
comings you must attribute my criti- 
cisms to my dullness of perception of 
;he beauties of the results of either the 
Wilson tariff bill or the improvement 
of business caused by the assurance 
that the Republican victories will stop 
further reduction of tariff duties. 
I 


simply do not indulge in either of theso 
sophistries, but 
endorse 
what the 


Chronicle said has resulted from the 


attempt to force the world to a single 


gold standard" and its proposed ef 
fective remedy: "The return to bi 
metallism," on-which we do depend for 
the renewal of !' currents of activity in 
;he arteries of commerce to set the in 
dustrial and commercial world upon 
:he highroad to prosperity." 


But when the Ghronicle asserts "thai 


rhe Republican party in a general way 
has always stood for bimetallism in the 
bstract, at least so far as platform 


declarations are concerned, but the 
difficulty has been, that the platform 
promises in this matter have not meant 
much, not because the party has not 
)een 
sincere, but because the money 


sroblem has not been understood. Still 
he Republicans have favored legisla- 
ion looking to an universal use of sil- 
er in the currency of the country." 
The Chronicle only proves how diffi- 


cult the task is to maintain its position 
as a Republican and a silver paper at 
the same time. 


Our United States Senator, Mr. J. P. 


Jones, explained that in his address to 
the people of Nevada in answer to the 
Republican State Central Committee's 
request that he resign, Senator Jones 
said that he felt it to be incompatible 
with his duties to the people of the 
State of Nevada to remain in the folds 
of the Republican party. 


Of course, the Chronicle being differ- 


ently situated, can afford to lead Ithe 
double role as expounder of bimetal- 
lism and adviser to the leaders of the 
Republican party, that they take ad- 
vantage of the prasent opportunity by 
taking up the silver coinage before 
the shrewd Democrats seize it. 


But when it stops to defend the past 


acts on silver by the Republican party, 
it loses time. If the platform promises 
in the silver matter have not meant 
muoh that meaning was made ambigu- 
ous by the same master hands that 
framed also the Democratic platform, 
and Mr. DeYoung, although a delegate 
to the National Republican Convention 
of 1888, could not prevent the fraud 
that was intended by it. That the 
money problem was not understood, is 
equally fallible, because Mr. DeYoung 
and Senator Teller of Colorado and 
others understood the money problem 
From a scientific standpoint then, as 
they do now, and endeavored to in- 
struct their fellow delegates in the so- 
lution of that problem, but the repre- 
sentatives of the Eastern money con- 
cerns were too numerous in that con- 
vention, and taught their method with 
success in that convention as well as in 
the convention of 1892, and as they 
taught Secretary Charles Foster and 
Mr. Carlisle. 


In the face of such influences Mr. De 


Young and Senator Teller cannot ex- 
pect to direct the policy of the Repub- 
lican party. But neither should they 
try to explain away the existing diffi- 
culties. 


The promise to use an increased 


amount of silver in the currency of the 
o juntry was disregarded by Mr. Foster 
when he had the chance to pay in coin 
instead of, as he did, in gold alone, the 
certificates given for bullion purchased 
in conformity with the provisions of 
the Sherman law. 
The Republican 


party, as such, did not, resent this abuse 
that ultimately led'to the repeal of 
bhat act. On the contrary, the leading 
Republican organ, the New York Trib- 
une, and the leading Republican spirits 
ex-Speaker Reed in the House, and 
Senator John Sherman in the Senate, ] 
assisted in the unconditional repeal 
and applauded Mr. Cleveland tor favor- 
ing it. 


If Mr. Reed has seen the error of his 


way and Senator Lodge has done the 
same and both will hereafter stand in 
for the free coinage or an enlarged use 
of silver, the silver men will feel 
pleased, and will hope that more prom- 
inent Republicans will follow their ex- 
ample. 
— 


In pointing out errors contained in 


the Chronicle'* article referred to I was 
not actuated by any desire to detract 
from the value of ;the services of that 
great journal to the silver cause, but I 
wished to show the difficulty of sus- 
taining the double role of Republican 
and silver advocate, especially ~in try- 
ing to defend the past acts of that party 
toward silver.

Several Pn.> ing Mines Developed—The 


Ore Free Milling. 


DOUGLAS, December 7,1894. 


ED. JOURNAL—As litHo Is known of 


this mining camp by the outside'-world 
I will endeavor through the JOURNAL to 
give the • public a brief .history of the 
district and also^i statement of its pres- 
ent outlook. 


The district was named for W. .J 


Douglas, an energetic mining man anc 
one of its discoverers. It ia sitnatec 
seven miles south of bod a. Springs in 
Esmeralda county at an altitude o 
7,000 feet. Wood is quite plentiful an< 
two good sized springs supply the cami 
with water, also the flve-stSmp mill o 
the Douglas Mining Company. Ther 
are several more springs in the im 
mediate vicinity from which water can 
be piped to the camp at a small cost. 


In the last fourteen months 125 min 


ing locations have been made, seveia 
of which have been developed into pa*y. 
ing mines. One of these is the Hard 
fecrabble, which recently cleaned>"<up 
$10,000 in gold from 126 tons of-'ore 
and there is enough such ore in sigh 
to keep the mill running for a year 
The Orphan Boy ore works $30 per ton 
the New Party ore $45 per ton; the 
Julia $25 per ton; the Snowball $25 per 
ton; the Fortuna$25 per ton; the Hard' 
luck $30 per ton, and the Oneida ore is 
reported to be worth $200 per ton. The 
ores of the district are free milling anc 
$10 ore has been worked at a profit. So 
far 400 tons of ore have been worked 
and the bullion produced and shipped 
was worth $16,000. The Douglas Com- 
pany is making arrangements to run 
the mill day and night as well as all 
the mines above named are bringing in 
ore. 


At present there are seventy-five men 


in camp, many of whom are working on 
leased mines. There are many ledges, 
the most prominent of which can be 
traced five miles by croppings. 


The opening of spring will see a big 


boom in this camp, ab several mines 
will be well developed by that time. 
Every blast that is touched off exposes 
more ore.
